MR. WANGENHEIM AND HIS BOOK 
COLLECTION 


The School Library Association of California, Southern Section, was 
honored at its meeting recently held at Carlsbad by having as its guest 
speaker, Mr. Julius Wangenheim, who spoke on Books. 


Mr. Wangenheim is one of San Diego’s foremost citizens and has 
found time during a very active life to collect many beautiful expressions 
of art. Probably his most prized collection is that of rare books. Mr. 
Wangenheim brought many of these treasures to the meeting and used 
them to illustrate his talk. At its conclusion, he generously invited the 
members to examine these rare items which are seldom seen at all and 
then probably only under glass. 


The speaker skillfully sketched in a few words the civilization which 
produced the records he displayed. A clay tablet written in cuniform from 
Babylonia, a clay slate upon which the Babylonian child learned to write 
cuniform and a clay tablet showing the art development of the Babylonians 
around 2350 B. C. were shown as examples of man’s earliest attempt to 
record by visible signs what his words expressed. 


Mr. Wangenheim said that great stimulation was given writing when 
the Egyptians invented paper made from papyrus. This became the writing 
material of the western world as clay had been that of the eastern world. 
He showed examples of the two types of this early writing — that of 
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hieroglyphic and hieratic. He said that the next step in the development 
of writing came with the discovery that the skins of certain animals when 
properly treated could be written upon and parchment became the writing 
medium. This early writing was crude and coarse as Mr. Wangenheim’s 
example showed. 


During the ninth, tenth and eleventh centuries there was little writing 
done but with the thirteenth there came a flowering along many lines. 
The speaker characterized the age as, “combining intellectual curiosity with 
faith” and said that, “Everything that came out of the thirteenth century 
was lovely”. The beautifully illuminated Bible written in small letters 
on vellum as smooth as the softest silk testified to the statement that 
here was a “lovely” thing! 


The fourteenth century is represented in the Wangenheim Collection 
by an illuminated page from that magnificent old chronicle in Chauce- 
rian English, ““A History of the Kings of Britain”. 


The speaker said, “The sunburst of the Renaissance came in the 
fifteenth century.” As evidence of the beautiful books made Mr. Wangen- 
heim showed that super beautiful book, “The Book of Hours”, where the 
burnished gold decorations are so exquisitely done and the colors as perfect 
as five hundred years ago. It was during this century that Gutenberg 
invented printing from movable type and the first book to be so printed 
was the Bible. The Wangenheim Collection contains a page from a Guten- 
berg Bible. This century is also represented by the ‘““Nurenberg Chronicle” 
and a page from a theological treatise which is part manuscript and part 
printing. 


Mr. Wangenheim stated that while there were around five hundred 
presses in operation during the fifteenth century there were only three 
great presses in the sixteenth — the Aldine, Elzevir, and Plantin — and 
showed examples of classics printed on these presses. During the seven- 
teenth century, M. Wangenheim said printing was at its lowest ebb. 


Characterizing the eighteenth century as, “The age when mechanical 
processes and literary production went hand and hand”, he showed ex- 
amples of the work of the three great printers of the age — Bodoni, 
Baskerville, and Didot. During the nineteenth century, printing again 
reached a low level. A revival came in the last decade led by William 
Morris (Kelmscott Press) and continued into the twentieth century. The 
other great press of the twentieth century was the Doves Press of Coben- 
Sanderson. Mr. Wangenheim said that the finest work Morris did was 
“The Works of Geoffrey Chaucer”. Burne-Jones did the designs and it 
was printed in both Roman and Gothic type. Mr. Wangenheim has a 
copy of both. The Doves Press is represented by a first edition of ‘“Para- 
dise Lost”. 


Mr. Wangenheim closed by saying that the present age is one of 
mediocrity in literary worth but that the standard of book binding is high.

NEW LIBRARY OF PIEDMONT HIGH SCHOOL 


“For long years Piedmont has 
waited for adequate housing for 
its rich collection of reference and 
recreational reading books. At last 
the ideal has been realized . . . and 
adequate book space, comfortable 
seating accommidations for an honor 
study group, as well as special tables 
for students consulting reference 
books and magazines can be enjoyed 
by the students.” 


The above quotation is from an 
article by Ester Jensen, Librarian, 
in the ‘Piedmont Highlander” of 
March 30th which describes their 
open house plans, April 14th, to 
celebrate the completion of their 
modern, attractive, spacious library. 


The library is ideally located on 
the edge of the beautiful Piedmont 
Canyon Park with an “outlook and 
positive shield from the noises of 
the street which make for the quiet 
necessary in a library.” 


“A distinct feature of the library 


is its illumination. Ten giant, indi- 
rect reflection type, suspended lamps 
illuminate the room. In each of the 
lamps is one three hundred watt 
light and one eight hundred watt 


illumination from each of the ten 
chandeliers. 
“The installation of two magic 


eyes which will measure the inten- 
sity of the light in the room is 
another feature. The eyes will auto- 
matically turn on the lights illumin- 
ating the room when the intensity 
of the light falls below normal 
volume . . . with this scientific and 
automatic control illumination, those 
who use the library will never work 
in inadequate light.” 


The present book collection of 
9600 volumes is now adequately 
housed in special facilities which 
provide for growth to several times 
this number. 


The library will now seat 130 
students, according to the following 
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arrangements: 76 study hall seats, 
4 teachers, 24 reference and 24 
magazine and free reading. 


The library is constructed of re- 
inforced concrete and is fireproof 
throughout, having asbestos tile on 
the floor of the room and_ book 
stacks.

The work of this committee is a 
continuation of an activity begun 
earlier. During the year 1937-1938, 
under the direction of Miss Margaret 
Glassey, then chairman of the Pro- 
fessional Committee for the School 
Library Association of California, 
Southern Section, an effort was made 
to cooperate with Dr. Hiram Ed- 
wards, director of Relations with 
Schools for the University of Cali- 
fornia in the preparation of a state- 
ment of minimum school library 
standards for secondary schools in 
the state with an enrollment of 500 
or less. In the spring of 1938 this 
study was completed and submitted 
to Dr. Edwards. 


Last fall, and again at the request 
of Dr. Edwards, it was decided that 


* * 


this statement should be simplified 
to fit the needs of secondary schools 
with an enrollment of 200 or less. 
This year’s professional committee 
was therefore organized with a view 
to the completion of the fine work 
begun by the committee during the 
previous year. It was decided to 
prepare a manual under specific 
headings, to be written by assigned 
members of this year’s committee. 


The final copy for the manual is 
being read by the chairman, and it is 
hoped that it can be turned over to 
Dr. Edwards before the close of the 
summer. In its final form it is pro- 
posed to print it as an official pub- 
lication to be issued from the office 
of the Director of Relations with 
Schools of the University of 
California.
